$1.20; gardeners, fifty to ninety cents; 
wood-choppers, thirty to sixty cents; 
cane cutters, thirty to fifty cents; ser- 
vants, $2.50 to $7 per month. In com- 
jaring these wage-rates with those of 
the United States, it should be kept In 
mind that the conditions which they 
most nearly resemble, so far as un- 
skilled labor Is concerned, arc not those 
of the North, but of the negroes of the 
South.

served. There were whispered consul- 
tations between Senators Carter, Achl, 
Paris and Crabbe, while "Oily Bill" 
White, the Independent Senator from 
lyihaina, hovered in their vicinity. In 
the parlance of politicians, "there was 
something up," and something was also 
"ready to drop." The something did 
drop. when "Oily Bill" arose and called 
for a consideration of the majority and 
minority reports of the Military Com- 
mittee. A vote was taken before the

Senator Ce- 
cil Brown immediately moved the adop-

•f the Congressional committees in ref- 
ereBOtt to legislation restricting the 
safe of' intoxicating-liquor* and-fire- 
arm* to the Pacific islands, the bill re-

at tbe opening of the next Congress in 
December, and It la important that 
every Influence should be brought to 
bear upon our legislators in favor of 
the *pe«dy adoption of the GUlett bill. 
The case is a clear one, and It would

not Join with other nationalities in the 
suppression.. of a traffic which brings 
such disaster to the native population 
In the Island world. And there is an- 
other matter in which the Christians 
and philanthropists of - our country 
should seek to influence our Govern- 
ment, namely. In reference to giving 
China, hi the new treaties that are to 
be formed, a'free hand for the Suppres- 
sion of the opium traffic. Among the 
grievances which China has against 
foreign nations, the most serious is the 


i fact that these nations have Insisted in 


then- treaties upon limiting the power 
of Chinese authorities to put such du- 
ties upon the Importation of opium as 
would practically prohibit trade In the 
drug. It la a sad fact that Christendom 
has forced China' to receive foreign 
opium when she was unwilling to do 
so. Unless in the new treaties a change 
is made, China will be compelled to put 
the duties upon opium low enough to 
prevent 
checking 
Its introduction. 


Japan keeps out the drug from her bor- 
ders with a strong hand. It .would be 
a monstrous wrong for Christian na- 
tions to make It impossible for China to 
do the same. Our officials should be 
besought to see to it that in present 
negotiations the requirements of pre- 
vious treaties be no longer insisted up- 
on, and that China be left free to deal 
' with this matter in any way she 


chaoses' for the limitation or prohibi-

station. I met Professor Hllgard, and 
he asked me a great many questions 
about Hawaii, the lava, soils, insects, 
itc."I had several conversations with Alex- 
ander Craw, the State quarantine offi- 
cer. and we talked about the quarantine 
restrictions of California and the Isl- 
ands on fruits, etc. I believe we hare 
come to an understanding as to the pro- 
cedure in quarantining against certain 
iroducts and will co-operate with each 
ither. There is only one thing against 
their procedure and that is in their fu- 
migation of the Hawaiian pineapples 
shipped to California. They fumigate the 
pineapples and that gives many of them 
a bad taste. Their reason for doing this 
.s because of an insect, but one which is 
found In pineapples the 
world over. 


There would be a fine market there for 
our pineapples If it was not for this fu- 
migation. I took up to the Coast with 
me several tins of pineapples, from 
which the core had been removed. These 
were preserved so well that the original 
taste remained and those who partook of 
them pronounced them the finest they 
ever ate. If the fumigation of 
plea Is to continue, pineapple growers 
could not do better than to tin the fruit. 
"I Bad a great many inquiries about 


sugar stocks. There was a flutter in 
them on the Coast and a story was cir- 
culating about that there had been very 
bad floods on some of the sugar planta- 
tions, and that the cane had rotted. 
When I asked them what plantations 
they were, they did not know. Some one 
was working sugar stocks down and took 
this method of- accomplishing their end. 


"The strike situation in San Francisco, 


Is bad. The machinists are almost ruin- 
ing business.
